U. S. Closes Jim Crow Schools On 3 Bases 

The Defense Department abolished Jim Crow 
schools on three military bases in Virginia and Ala- 
bama and ordered the Negro children to attend 
mixed classes, for which special teachers will be as- 
signed, beginning this fall. 

The blunt school integration order went to com- 
manding officers of Ft. Myer and Ft. Belvoir in Vir- 
ginia and the Craig Air Force base in Alabama in 
defiance of state education officials, who refused to 
4, operate any but segregated schools on the bases. The 
Pentagon, however, went ahead in recruiting special 
teachers for the schools. 

Announcement of the Pentagon move was dis- 
closed by Clarence Mitchell, director of the Washing- 
ton NAACP Bureau, in a speech before the national 
| NAACP conference in Dallas, Texas. Mitchell said 
| he was assured by the Pentagon that the machinery 

for the bold integration project at the bases has been 
“quietly worked out.” The move marks the first step 
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disclosed.

Carrying out President Eisenhower’s order to end seg- 
regation at all military bases by the fall of 1955, defense 
officials named the three bases as the first of 19 slated 
for integration in eight “stubborn” Dixie states. Other 
states in which bases with Jim Crow schools are located 
are Maryland, Arkansas, Florida, Oklahoma, South Caro- 


lina and Texas. 


Defense heads said both Virginia and Alabama officials 
balked at cooperating in establishing the mixed base 
schools. A few years ago, Virginia school heads erected 
a new school for Ft. Belvoir white children, assigned Ne- 
groes to a condemned, three-room wooden structure. 
Later, the Negro children were forced to leave the base 


and ride from 10 to 20 miles to school. 


Judge Mollison Quits Urban League Board 


Charging that the National Urban 
League has “no program of any conse- 
quence or benefit to Negroes,’ Negro 
Customs Court Judge Irvin C. Mollison 
abruptly quit as an Urban League board 
member in New York. He was the sec- 
ond member to resign in two weeks (the 
first: Theodore Brown, a sleeping car 
porter union Official).

Dowling, Mollison claimed that the league and staff are 
“completely out of touch with Negroes and their desires 
to participate as full-fledged American citizens.” Molli- 
son specifically slapped at the organization’s failure to 
act in breaking down housing bias at Levittown in Bucks 
County, Pa., and New York City and protesting against 
job bias at U. S. Steel plants in the Delaware River Val- 
ley.

The Labor Department ordered a 10-page statistical 
study entitled “Negro Women and Their Jobs” withdrawn 
from circulation because the text of the booklet violated 
a department policy by bringing out differences between 
races. Based on reports from government agencies, the 
booklet showed that proportionally more Negro women 
were in the labor market at a lower rate of pay than 
white women. 
Texas Court Refuses To End Law Library Bias 
For the second time, the Texas supreme court refused 
to abolish segregation in the Houston Law Library. Denied 
an injunction to bar the library from providing a special 
table for Negro lawyers, Atty. Robert Hainsworth, a for- 
mer Army captain, sought a re-hearing on a writ of error, 
but the court denied it. 
Ala. Youth Drowns Trying To Save White Boy 
Arthur Love, 16, of Acipco, Ala., drowned while trying 
to rescue a white boy from a reservoir. Another Negro 
boy pulled the white youth to safety with a stick, but 
Love, whose mother said he “slipped off” from home to go 
swimming, sank from sight.

FBI Probes Anti-Negro Terrorists In Texas 


The FBI was asked to probe a band of white terrorists, 
who roamed through Orange, Texas, burning crosses and 
threatening violence to Negroes who send their children 
to white schools. Known as the “Moonlighters,” the group 
burned six crosses in the town and were responsible for 
several threatening telephone calls to Negro citizens, 
police said.

U.S. Cuts Pay Of Virgin Island Lawmakers 

The U. S. House of Representatives, by a voice vote, 
passed a bill which cut the pay of members of the Virgin 
Islands legislature from $1,800 to $600 a year. The bill, 
previously passed by the Senate, establishes an 11l-man 
legislature and sets a 60-day limit during which legislative 
members will collect $10-a-day expenses. 
100th School Opened On Africa’s Gold Coast 

The 100th school for Africans on the Gold Coast 
opened in the northern territories and brought the total 
enrollment in the country to 8,000. As in other rural 
Gold Coast areas, crafts and agriculture are the feature 
subjects.

Addis Ababa Being Rebuilt For 1955 Celebration 
A gigantic face-lifting program, which includes the 
destruction of 1,000 houses and small buildings and the 
widening of 85 streets, was launched in Addis Ababa, 
Ethiopia, to prepare the city for the celebration of Haile 
Selassie’s 25th anniversary as emperor in November, 1955. 
A British town planning expert, Sir Patrick Abercrombie, 
was hired to supervise the vast project, which also in- 
cludes the construction of a new Imperial Palace, the 
capital’s first university, a hospital and a stadium. 


Uganda Cancels Ban On African Newspaper 

The Uganda government lifted the suspension of the 
newspaper, Uganda Speaks, imposed when a national 
emergency was declared a month ago. No reasons were 
given for the suspension. Two other newspapers are still 
banned. Government officials ordered the emergency state 
when Bugandans launched a mass boycott of British 
goods in protest to the exiling of their powerful tribal 
chief, Mutesa II. 
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School Bias Decision Gives U. S. Prestige—Selassie 

Speaking at Dillard University in New Orleans, Ethio- 
pian Emperor Haile Selassie said the Supreme Court ban 
on segregation in public schools was “in accord with the 
constitution and one which would give the United States 
greater prestige in the world.” He added: “The principles 
of the Christian religion and, indeed, of good government 
everywhere require the observance of equality in human 
relations.” A 21-gun salute greeted the Emperor on his 
arrival at Fort Benning, Ga., where he began a two-week 
tour of secret military installations, presumably includ- 
ing atomic bomb centers. 


FBI Arrests Teacher Who Posed As Tax Agent 

An Arkansas teacher, Clarence McKinley Snipes, ac- 
cused of posing as an Internal Revenue Service agent in 
visiting Negro businesses in Memphis, was arrested by the 
FBI and held under $2,500 bonds after collecting $6 from 
a shoe shop operator. Charles C. Jones, the shop owner, 
said Snipes represented himself as a tax investigator and 
charged him a $10 investigation fee. Jones said he paid $6 
and told Snipes to come back for the remainder. Jones 
then called the FBI and Snipes was arrested. 





Georgian Asks Mental Test For Liberal Whites 

Tom Linder, candidate. for governor of Georgia, 
told the Georgia Educational Commission to permit 
students in the state to attend either mixed or Jim 
Crow schools but require white students who desire 
to attend classes with Negroes to undergo mental 
examinations. He added that the legislature should 
decide whether the mixed school would be private, 
public or an asylum because any white student de- 
siring to attend a mixed school along with Negroes, 
“obviously is mentally ill” and a board of physicians 
should examine such students to determine what 
treatment they should be given. 
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St. Louis, D.C. Plan Step-By-Step Integration 

A step-by-step plan to end segregation in Washington, 
D. C., schools by September, 1955 was approved by the 
school board and 30,000 students will attend mixed 
schools this fall. At the same time, the St. Louis, Mo., 
board of education adopted a similar plan calling for the 
merger of Harris and Stowe Teachers and Junior Col- 
leges, then integration of schools for the handicapped.

Methodist Women Outlaw Race Segregation 

An anti-Jim Crow charter, which forbids national meet- 
ings of the Woman’s Society of Christian Service in 
places practicing race discrimination, was unanimously 
adopted at the group’s Methodist Kentucky Conference 
in Lexington. The charter has been ratified by the 
woman’s societies of more than 60 Methodist conferences. 


Charge N. Y. Cleric With Swindling Stevedores 

A 58-year-old part-time stevedore and minister was ar- 
rested and charged with swindling his fellow workers in 
New York. Police said Roland Colbert of Brooklyn loaned 
longshoremen money and charged them from 10 to 35 
per cent interest to raise money to build a church. Col- 
bert was arrested after one borrower told police he paid 
$35 interest on a $50 loan. When arrested, Colbert had 
$1,100 in his pants. Police said he owns his own home, 
has a large checking account and $4,000 in savings. 


Va. Cleric Refuses To Attend Jim Crow Meeting 

A Danville, Va., Negro minister refused to participate 
in a mass meeting designed to combat juvenile delin- 
quency because the meeting was to be segregated. Rev. 
Doyle J. Thomas, whose church choir was to sing, wrote Dr. 
John B. Winn, chairman of the planning group: “In light 
of the stand taken by church bodies throughout the 
South and in light of the Supreme Court decision, we 
feel that as Christian ministers and laymen we can fol- 
low no other course. We had assumed the meeting would 
be nonsegregated.” 
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Report Fayard Nicholas Divorced In Las Vegas 

Mrs. Jerri Nicholas, wife 
of Fayard Nicholas of the 
famed Nicholas Brothers | 
dance team, revealed in 
Los Angeles that she “re- 
cently” obtained a Las 
Vegas divorce from the 
dancer. Said the red-haired 
Mrs. Nicholas: “We’re still Ww it 
very friendly.

Nab White Man, Nude Negro Woman In Car In N. C. 

A white state employee was fined and a nearly nude 
Negro woman jailed in Wendell, N. C., after police arrested 
them on the highway in the man’s car. Police stopped 
Donald W. Hancock, 30, when they noticed him driving er- 
ratically along the highway and found Miss Alberta Lock- 
hart, 30, in the rear seat “with nothing on from the waist 
down, and very little above the waist.” Police said both 
had been drinking and that Miss Lockhart asked: “Gimme 
a drink.” Hancock was given a 30-day term suspended 
upon payment of $100 fine and costs. Miss Lockhart was 
jailed for 30 days. 
Va. Man Jailed For Setting Wife Afire 

A 45-year-old Hobson, Va., man was held in jail under 
$10,000 bond charged with trying to kill his common-law 
wife by drenching her with gasoline, setting her afire and 
locking her in her room. Dick Booker, also known as 
Johnnie Wilson, was charged with arson and attempted 
murder. His victim, Mrs. Mary Pittman, 35, was burned 
over 75 per cent of her body. She was taken to a Richmond 
hospital after she crashed through a window and ran 
flaming across the street to her sister’s home. All her 
clothing except a belt had burned. 
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Actress Millie Bruce Gets Divorce In L. A. 
In Los Angeles, attractive television 
actress and model Millie Bruce, 34, was 
awarded a divorce by default from her 
husband of 18 years, Herman Bruce, 40, 
a former liquor salesman. Mrs. Bruce, a 
sister-in-law of famed comic Eddie 
(Rochester) Anderson, testified that 
Bruce gambled away his earnings, forc- 
ing the family at one time to owe a $800 Sen 
food bill to their grocer. Since the filing § yillie Bruce 
of her original divorce complaint last November, the 
Bruces tried two unsuccessful reconciliations. They are 
parents of three children, Ramona, 17 “Miss Bronze L. 
A.” of 1953, Herman Jr., 16, and Eddie, 10. The wife was 
awarded custody and support for the children and her 
portion of the family’s community property. 


Cal. Laborer, 65, Kills ‘Wife,’ 29, With Ax 

A 65-year-old Hanford, Cal., laborer, Sherman Dillard, 
chopped to death with an ax his 29-year-old common-law 
wife, Barbara Jean, because the woman objected to stay- 
ing at home while Dillard went to watch television at a 
nearby store. Dillard confessed slashing the woman across 
the face and throat with a double-bladed ax. 
Negro, White Man Duel To Death Over Woman 

A 62-year-old Jacksonville, Ill., janitor and his 69- 
year-old white next-door neighbor shot each other 
to death over an unidentified woman in a late eve- 
ning pistol duel. Police said Mac Carr, the Negro, 
resented the attention white William Wilson had 
been paying a woman who both knew. Mrs. Mary 
Thomas, a neighbor, on whose lawn the men fought 
the death duel, said she saw them approach with 
pistols drawn but ran into her house when Carr 
opened fire. Said Mrs. Thomas: “I heard more shots, 
and when I looked out again both men were lying 
on my lawn.” Both were shot twice. 
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N. C. Husband Killed By Wife’s Companion 

A 44-year-old Durham, N. C., husband, John W. Penny, 
was shot to death by his wife’s companion after he 
(Penny) forced the man’s car to the curb. Lawrence C. 
Jackson, 49, who said he was driving Mrs. Penny to work, 
shot Penny three times. He told police Penny had ad- 
vanced on him with a knife. 


D. C. Laborer Held For Tossing Lye On Mate 

A 25-year-old Washington, D. C., laborer, Leroy John- 
son, who was advised by a judge to lure his estranged 
wife, Dorothy, back home with “candy, jewelry and sweet 
words” instead of threats, was arrested and held under 
$500 bond after he ignored the advice and threw lye on 
his wife. 


Minoso Files Denial In $250,000 Paternity Suit 
Baseball star Minnie Minoso denied paternity charges 
brought against him by Chicago waitress Barbara Swader, 
who accused him of fathering her one-year-old daughter 
then backing out on his promise to marry her. She filed 
a $250,000 breach of promise suit against the White Sox 
ace.

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When a Mississippi doctor called 
on his young woman patient to de- 
liver her first child, he found her 
nearly hysterical. Tearfully she ex- 
plained that a shaggy dog had 
frightened her earlier in the day 
and she was certain her baby would 
be born with body hair like a dog. 
After a great deal of patient ex- 
plaining, the doctor finally con- 
vinced the over-wrought woman 
that her fear was a mere supersti- 
tion, nothing to be worried about. 

As in her case, many women, equally misinformed about 
a mother’s influence on her unborn child, think high- 
heeled shoes worn during pregnancy will make the baby 
cross-eyed. Others have a notion that looking at televi- 
sion crime programs may make him a juvenile delinquent, 
or that reading intellectual books will give him a high 
I.Q. Still others insist that a mother-to-be must not look 
upon an ugly person—or a mouse—lest her baby come 
into the world a marked monster. 

Up to now, most medical men scoffed at such beliefs 
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and even debunked stories about babies who 

were born “jittery” because their mothers suf- 

fered emotional upheavals during pregnancy. 
“Old wives tales,’ the medics shrugged. 

But today, scientists are digging up and dusting off 
these “old wives tales” and finding elements of truth in 
many of them. While they still discard old-fashioned no- 
tions that a mother can physically “mark” her baby, they 
say her emotions during pregnancy can profoundly affect 
the baby’s personality. Her psychological shocks can 
cause “prenatal neurosis” and make the baby almost a 
mental case even before he sees the light of day, accord- 
ing to Dr. Lester W. Sontag, director of the Fels Research 
Institute in Yellow Springs, Ohio. 

Dr. Sontag says this can happen even though there 
are no links between the mother’s and baby’s nervous 
systems. Emotions like anger and fear force her body 
to supply double doses of adrenalin and acetycholine into 
her blood stream. Soaking through the protective sac 
surrounding the unborn baby, these chemicals enter its 
blood stream and over-stimulate its nervous system. 

The unborn baby kicks, squirms and burns up so much 
energy that it is a pound or two underweight at birth, 
irritable and overactive. This happened to the baby of a 
Detroit woman whose husband was accidentally killed 
midway in her pregnancy. 

Visiting the hospital for a checkup during a period of 
intense grief, she confirmed her feeling that the unborn 
child was unusually active. Born premature, the baby 
vomited his food, lost weight and displayed a neurotic 
personality. Doctors say it may never recover.

Medics Say Smoking Won't Cause A Yellow Baby 


Similar maladies pop up in the unborn babies of moth- 
ers who neglect diet control, according to New York pedi- 
atrician, Dr. Bret Ratner. Contradicting the popular be- 
lief that an expectant mother should satisfy her food 
cravings to keep her child from being marked, Dr. Ratner 
Says excessive eating of protein-rich foods can cause a 
protein allergy in the baby. 

One Los Angeles mother consulted a doctor about her 
13-month-old daughter who suffered with severe face and 
body eczema. His tests revealed the baby was especially 
sensitive to egg white. Questioning the mother, the doc- 
tor learned she drank seven or eight raw eggs a day 
mixed in eggnog during her pregnancy. When he re- 
moved eggs from the child’s diet, the skin cleared up. 

Besides wrong diet, scientists say smoking and illnesses 
during a mother’s pregnancy can affect her child. Al- 
though smoking will not cause a yellow baby, as is com- 
monly believed, it does produce a changed heart rate 
and may damage his entire heart and circulatory system. 

An illness like diabetes can make the baby 10 pounds 
overweight at birth, mainly because it deprives the af- 
flicted mother of certain hormones needed for her child’s 
womb development. German measles can affect its eyes 
and often its heart and brain, but will not cause the de- 
formed children some over- 
imaginative mothers fear will 
be born. 

Most doctors, urging expec- 
tant mothers to avoid crowds, 
places and children from 
whom she might pick up in- 
fections, tell them to be especially careful 
during the second month of pregnancy. 
Doctors say that if pregnant mothers guard 
their health. watch their diets and avoid 
mental strains, they can expect to have 
healthy, mentally-alert babies.
